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THE CHINESE HORROR. 


HUMAN REMAINS BOILED AND 
SALTED DOWN. 


The Fear of Epidemic Created in San Francisco by 
the Discovery-How the Work of Gathering 
the Remains Wae Uarried On— fhreat- 
ened Suits 4ginst the Coroner. 


San Feasersco, Cal., September 16.-—The 
discovery yesterday afternoon of the horrible 
the Chinese, in preparing the 
bodies of their dead fellow countrymen for 
shipment to China, which has been carried on 
under the very noses of the city authorities, 
has created deep and intense excitement, The 
knowledge that such a mass of putri- 
faction was laying exposed in the 
very heart of the city, while at the same 
lime the drainage and sewers of the city 
are known to be in a filthy condition, 
created a fecling of fear for the health of the 
city. After all the boxes containing the re- 
mains oi the dead Chinamen had been re- 
moved to the morgue, the coroner was inter - 
viewed in regard tothe matter. He 
that when he arrived atthe cellar in 
the bodies were stored, and in whic 
putrified remains which had 
Lo be boiled were ying, 
eet to work to break open the 
There were some sixty bodies in all. Each 
box contained a tin case, in which, carefully 
wrapped in oi! cloth, were a number of human 
bodies. The smaller bones and long strips of 
skin were wrapped up in separate parcels and 
placed within the larger ones. On the outside 
of each hox was a label bearing Chinese char- 
acters, giving the name ofthe dead persons 
within, soc that the remains eould 
be identified by tho relatives 
in China. After having opened 
several boxes, the coroner concluded to seize 
the whoie lot and remove them to the morgue. 
Express wagous were called for the purpose. 
While the cases were being placed in wagons 
some of them rolled off and fell to the pave- 
mert, breaking open and exposing the con- 
tents. The crowd which had assembled 
upon learning the causeof the excitement, 
jumped on the bodies, and in their indigna 
tion trod them under foot. The police quickly 
interposed and the loading continued without 
furtber interruption. The remains 
were removed to th morgue.

she pleases.

murderof Sam Ogle, whose mutilated remains 
were found last night at the foot ol a bluff near 
Coal Creek, in Anderson county, Tenn. Og's lived 
at Knoxville. He was a painter by trade, but had 
made a considerable fortune and had a wide 
acquaintance. Ogle was at Clinton, near Coal 
Creek, on Monday, aud that night left ina buggy, 
ostensibly going to Coal Creek. While on, 
the way he came to the house 
of a woman named Mary Harmon, whom 
he formerly knew in Knoxville, and a'ighted te 
spend the night, directing the driver to proceed 
with the buggy to Coal Creek. While proceeaitg 
on his journey he wes accosted by a man, who 
inquired after Ogle, and said he was colug to kill 
the rascal for taking his girl, meaning the Har. 
mcnwomen. The driver hastened«back, and 
when he reached the house Ogle was missing. A 
search wes instituted, and his mutilated body 
was found near the base of the bluff. The s¥ull 
bad been cracked and several fata! stabs inflicted. 
The body was laid under the biulf to ereate the 
impression that he had committed suicide. Taere 
was conciusive evidence that the woman was the 
murderer, and she fs now in jaf).

Wueetine, W. Va., September 16.—The fol- 
lowing order, issued by Governor Wilson, is 
expected to cause trouble between the federal 
ard state authorities: 


Itisthe opinion of the executive department 
of the State that when taxes due from a railroad 
company, whether state, county, district or mun- 
icipa!, are under the Jaw certified by the auditor, 
and sherifis for collection, they must 
be collected in the manner directed by 
law. That these as taxes due by others are in no 
way subject to compromise by the couaty courts 
or other tribunals, either as to the amount, time 
or manner 0: parmens. Theecollection of taxes 
due the state by the Chespeake and Ohio ratlroad 
coro pany has been enjoined by the United States 
district court uotil Noyember first, If any further 
attempt is made by that company to effect a com- 
promise with the county authorities they are 
directed to notify the executive department at 
once.

NOTES FROM A SECLUDED SPOT IN 
ra DOOLY. 
— 

An Arcadian Community Where the People ara 
Bappy ard Out of Debt, aud Wherotie Lamb: 
Ekip Over the Gentle Kuollse-A Fertile 
Section Srovught to L'gt’, 


Gum Creek, Dooly county,Septemberz 16.—[Spe- 
cial,}—The remoteness of this section from rail- 
roed communication and facilities has long kept 
it from becomiog more generally known as the 
wost fertile and productive portion of all souia- 
west Georgia, The farming populatioa, paerti:u 
larly the small farmers, are, as a rule,less in debt, 
and as a natural consequence, far more indepen- 
denttbanthe same class elsewhere, while the 
variety and diversity of their crops, force! ou 
them by their isolated condition, enables them to 
live all the year through unshackled by the fetters 
of the commission merchant and produce broker 
A wuch larger proportional area through lower 
Dooly is planted in corn and graio, sugar cane 
and the smal! cropsgeuerally than in auy other 
county in southwest Georgia. This year,of csurse, 
the baryest bes been exceptional, and al 
who bave profited therety will 
ke abundantly abvle to du'y 
ripes and combinatione to lower the price of cot- 
ton and advance the prices of provisions, 

In fact, the wool clip of lower Dooly forms sach 
an important item of its yearly productive indus- 
try, that cotton is fast becoming a staple of secs 
ondary valae. Inns other portions of the state 
is there anything like an equal numer Oi sheep 
and sheep raisers. The rangeis an uncommonly 
good one all the year round, and the smalles 
farmers have as a rule ‘a bunch’’ of sheep, while 
some of the larger ones haye immense flocks, As 
an instance, Mr. Hardy Pitts, a planter living a 
few miles from here, in the lith district, has a 
flock of from four to five thousaud. The two 
Perryr, of this the 10th district, have between 
them almost an equal number, while a number ol 
other substantial farmers, the Hamiltons, 
Culpepper, Rains, Smoke, Solade, and others, Lave 
large fiocks. Nearly the whole of this immense 
wool clip is marketed every year in Hawkinsville, 
only e small fraction being carried to Albany and 
Americus and some probably to Montezuma, al- 
though the former place isa more distant market 
than cither of those last mentioned. Americus 
made a strong bid severa! years ego for the trade 
of lower Dooly by buildingafineand substantial 
bridge across the Flint at Oringten, but this, and 
the factofits being only 24_miles from Gum creek, 
with good roads, has not yet diverted it that way 
to any appreciable extent. The people about here 
sexy the bridge should have been baill at least ten 
miles lower down the river. 

Amerg the prominent

end B. V. Bowen. When it is considered that 
from fully 53 to 50 per cent of the lambs are carried 
ofievery spripg by dogs, (for, strange to say, this 
is a great dog country and he is free and independ. 
ent here as elsewhere in Georgia,) eagles, wildcats, 
foxes, buzzards, eic., it can beseen what a natura’ 
habitat this country is for sheep, andihow greatly 
would be the yearly increase were they properly 
protected. 

Allthe above farmers, and many others who 
raise nosheep, have large berds of cattle in addi- 
tion, from which they derive a comfortabie in- 
come yearly. This year,in particular, the rance 
being so exceptionally fine, the cattle are in<plen- 
did condition for market. But for the hozgcholera, 
which has prevailed to an alarming exteut al! 
through here during the eutire year, the stock o 
fattening hogs this winter would be muc larger 
than ever before krown. 

Lebor is quite asabundant and chesp through 
here as elsewhere in southwestern Georgia, though 
just now many of the planters are somewbat 
stiaitened for extra hands to gather the cotton 
crop. Cotton has been less affected by rust e114 
caterpillar here than anywhere else in lower 
Georgia, aud the yield will not be seriously di- 
minisbed. The wages paid to cotton pickers is 
forty cents per hundred and found in provisions, 
or fifty cents and not founnd—somewhat lower 
tban in Dougherty and Baker. 

The projected Mec»n and 
railroad, or the 
cther road that will run through 
apy portion of Dooly, cannot fail to bring this 
higbly favored section into prominent notices, aad 
to induce immigration. This, it may be confi- 
dently rfsid, isal!thatis needed to make it the 
future garden spot of al) southwest Georgia. With 
gocd water and good health, foreven at this sea- 
son of the year, cases Of siccness are rare, com- 
pered withothecr counties below, and uopneo! 
them of aviruient type—a mild audeqnabie cli- 
mate, and asoil capable of producing a greater 
diversity of products yearinand out than any 
Other iu Georgia, its future prominence may be 
said tobe well assured, Onone place not far 
fiom here I haye noticed withiu the past few days 
the followirg crops raised, and all more thanthe 
average, viz: Corp, wheat, oats, rye, buck- 
wheet, ri2e, sugar cane, miliet, 
field Tear, pumpkins, potatoes, and 
peanuts, besides all the usual garden vegetables 
and truck. 

In conciision, Gum Creek, whichis near the 
center of the 10th district of Dooly, tan miles be- 
low Vienna, the county site, is forty mtles from 
Hawkipsville, thirty three miles due south from 
Perry, twenty-eight from Montezuma by way of 
Drayton,and thirty-three by way of Vienna, 
twenty-five {from Americus,and thirty-five from 
Albany.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION BILL, 

The discussion of the railroad commission 
bill in the senate yesterday was too ex- 
tended to be conveniently pre- 
rented in full, this morning. 
We, however, preseut a concise 
and accurate eynopsis of the proceedings. 
The subject bas been very thoroughly dis- 
cutsed and it will probably be voted on to- 
day. The yote on the McBride amendment, 
is not a test vote on the merits of the bill. 
This accepted by all that the amendment 
offered by Senator McBride was made to deal 
with, justice to the railroads and at the same 
time to retain intact the powers of the com- 
mission, <A mejorily of the senators voted 
egeinst the amendment. The next amend- 
ment on this line to be considered wil! be the 
amendment offered by Ssnatcr Sheffield, of 
the 9th. This amendment, we think, oaght 
to be adopted. While it does not leaye the 
rate making power entirely with the com- 
mission, it gives ali the powers that are nec- 
ersary to prevent unjust discriminations by 
the railroads, and puts it in the power of any 
individual, corporation, town, or city te 
haye the rates reviewed by the commission. 
It also provides tuitable means toenforcs the 
orders of the com mission in the event it sees 
fittochangeithe rate complained of. The 
right of appeal Is granted, and is not mate- 
fially different from the appeal provided in 
Senator McBride’s amendment and the kind 
of appeal heretofore recommended by the 
commissioners themselves. 

The senators who have under considera- 
tion thie bill can rest essured that the peo- 
plein this state look for some modification 
of the present law, and that they will be 
disappointed if itis not made, In the dis- 
cussion of the bill it has been stated in plain 
terms that railroad building in this state, 
except ehert Jinks, is at an end until some 
modification is made. This is clear to every 
men in this state who has any money to in- 
vest. ltis useless to say that all the roads 
now projectcd are bogns roads, The road 
from Columbus to Atbensor to Atlanta, is 
no bogus road, Norarethe roads projected 
from Rome to Chattanooga, and from Rome 
to LaGrange or Columbus, and from Millen 
to Jacksonville, Fia., and from Gainesville 
to Dahlonega, bogus roads, unless they are 
made so by the refusal of the legislature to 
deal justly on this subject. No sane man 
will put his money in a new road in Georgia 
when be has to leave the absolute manage- 
ment of itin the hands of three men who 
bave no interest whatever in it, and we do 
not want them to put their money in rail- 
roads in Georgia unless they are willing to 


let the railroad commission prevent them. 


from meking urjust discriminations, We 
believe this can be done. 

The senators who perfect this law so as to 
meet this end will be doing a service to this 
State that will be felt for yearstocome. Tae 
amount of demagoguery that has been ex- 
hibited in this discussion, inside and outside 
the legislature, is appalling toa considerate 
man. Wehave afew men in Georgia who 
think the state would bs better off without 
railroads, byt we are thankful to say we only 
haveafew. Men who put their money in 
railroads are entitled to just as much pro- 
tection as those who put their money in any 
other kind of property. Gepreia is covered 
with land that wil] not sel! for its true value. 
We haye men in our state with broad acres 
coyercd with timber, and valuable minerals, 
that cannot raise one thousand dollars on 
their land unless at ruinous rates of interest, 
Railroads will bring this land ints market, 
and wil! increase it ia value four fold and in 
meny insiances ten fold. Let those who 
question ibis compare the prica of land on 
the Mariettaand North Georgia, the Air 
Line, the North Eastern, the Geeg 9 
andthe East Tennessee, \ irginkd 
railreads row with what it war Jefe 
roads were built, and they wil! have abuad- 
arce of proof of the truth of our statement.

We want the railroads to have j ustice, and 
we want the commission to haye the power 
to prevent unjust discriminations. This is 
all that was ever contemplated by this law, 
and itis all that will satisfy the thinking 
people of this state.

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette is very 
solicitous in regard to the welfare of the 
south.

Mayo, 
who is muck beiter known in the north than 
Dr, Wellman, sees things through different 
spectacies. He doesn’t ind matters in ea bad 
way. He finds the better classes in the south 
intensely interested in improving the condi- 
tionof the negro. He mests with sympathy, 
support and encouragement wherever he 
goes. He finds representatives of the best 
eouthern families engeged in teaching the 
negrocs, and everybody else ready to lend 
them a helping hand in every project and 
proposition calculated to be of beneli: to 
them.

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FIGHTING IGNORANCE AND DISEASS. 

Montreal seems to be adoomed city. 

That dreaded scourge, the smalipox, for 
several weary weeks, bas held this quaint old 
metropolis in the yery jaws of death. 

The pest shows no signs of abatement. It 
bas spread rapidly through the thickly popu- 
lated quarters and is now raging in the sub- 
urbs, li rom first to last the authorities have 
failed to adopt adequate measures to stay the 
contagion. Business is prostrate, Travelers 
shun the place. Tae municipal government 
is neither heard nor felt. King Pest rules 
over all. 

The other day there were 3,000 smallpox 
casesin the city. In the French Canadian 
quartersno attempt is made to yaccisate, 
isolate cr disinfect. Men and women come 
and goin crowded tenements where the dis- 
ease is atits height. The victims appear on 
the streets and mingle with thecrowds. Tae 
health officers and the doctors protest and 
rave and do nothirg. 

A compete paralysie of authority in snch 
a critical emergency cannot be too strongly 
condemned, but the Montreal officals are 
afraid to act. They know very well that 
compulscry yaccination is the only safe 
p2 a their dangers and diffical- 


enforce such a measure would result in riot 
and bloodshed, The masses of the people 
are resigned to their fate if it is to be small- 
pox and death, but before they wiil submit 
to vaccination they will deluge the streets in 
gore. They have such leaders as G abriel 
Dumont, the man who stood next to Riel in 
the northwest rebellion, and they are not to 
be fooled with. A few days ago an attempt 
was made to vaccinate the inhabitants of an 
infected quarter, but in an hour mobs were 
perading the streets and circulating revolu- 
tionary hand bills. 

It will be seen that the situation in Mon- 
treal is hopeless. As we said before, the city 
is doomed. But thisis not the worst of it. 
The pestilence nurtured in such a stronghold 
gathers strength for its destructive march. 
It is already on its way southward. In the 
Slates it is possible to check the epidemic if 
prompt action is taken. The people of At- 
lanta all remember how the smallpox was 
once effectually stamped out here by resort- 
ing to compulsory vaccination. What we 
succeeded in doing can be done by the com- 
munities now threatened by this terrible vis- 
itor from Canada. Bat they must not delay 
or rest satisfied with half-way precautions. 
They must make vaccination compulsory 
and thurough. With promptness, firmness 
ard courege they will beable to check and 
kill the disease aa soon as it crosses the Can- 
ada line. If they hesitate and fall short of 
their duty the epidemic will spread over the 
entire country. - ‘

A more illustriouz Georgian than Governor 
John Milleé@ge does not figure in the pages of 
our history, apd it is to be hoped that his 
portrait will soon grace the walls of our Cap.

THE RAILROSD COMMISSION. 


A Few Outside Opinions From the Leading 
Newspapers of the Country. 
From the Baltimore Manufacturers’ Recor:|. 

The people of Georgia have learned by experi: 
ence that their railroad commission, instead of 
proving agreat help to them as its advocates 
claimed it would, has proved acurse to the state 
and they arc now moving vigorously to have it 
amended so as toabolishits most objectionable 
features. They see now thatit haskept millions 
of dollars out of the state, and 
that it is useless to look for 
increased railroad building in Georgia while this 
commission continues to exert its present des. 
potic powers. The Manufacturers’ Record has 
steedily and persistently opposed the arbitrary 
railroad laws that fora time were so popularia 
the south, and the dec'ded charge of sentimeat, 
now so noticeable in Tennessee, South Carolina 
and Georgia, the three states in which this sab. 
ject basattracted most attention, is very gratiiy- 
ing. Some of the strongest chamions in 
Georgia of the railroad commission in 
that state when (first established have 
very wisely come to the conciusion that it 
is working great injury to the best iuterests of the 
state. They cannot shut their eyes to the fact 
treat the capitalisis will not invest their money in 
enterprises, the control of which is absolutely 
taken from them by law. Georgia has suffered 
jrom this and willcontinue to suffer until her 
legislators relieve the railroads of the iniquitous 
laws thatrow control them. Iniquitous they 
certainly sre, for assuredly a man has the right to 
have some say in the management of his own 
property, but thisright has been virtually taken 
from him, if his property consists of a railroad, by 
the state of Georgia. 

From the New York Mail and Express. 

The railrosd commission of Georgia has the 
power oi making rates without any reference to 
the roads. It claims that the legislature exhaust- 
ed its power in creating the commission, and that 
the commission, therefore, is the sole constitu- 
tional instrument for the passage of laws regulat- 
ing railroad management in the state. This means 
autocratic power over $75,000,000 of railroad 
property. It meaus that if a com- 
peny builds a road in Georgia, its re- 
turn onthe investment is entrusied wholly to 
three irresponsible me», The owners have abso- 
lutely DO power Over the earning of their road. 
An efort is being made by the present legislature 
to restrict this arbitrary power, Shonld it be suc 
cessful, acloud will be taken from Georgia rail- 
way securities. Should it fail, capital can wiseiy 
avoid railway investments ia that state for the 
present. 

From the New York Daily Stockholder. 

Even inthe state of Georgia itself a high feel- 
ing in fayorol! reform has been created by the 
workings of this commission. In November last 
Governor McDaniel in his message said thatthe 
experience of five years had demonstrated the 
need of'amendments, Since then the jointsub- 
committee of the legislature has presented 
& Upapimous report recommending ‘that 
the law be soamended as toatiow the railroats, 
which know better than any one else the wants 
ofthe peopie they serve, to make their own 
rates,’’ disputes to be setiled by the commission, 
end the dissatisfaction of either party to be fol- 
lowed by proispt appeal to the superlor court, 
end lestiy tothe supreme court. These recom: 
mencations, which are all that the railroad com. 
panies es¥, have been incorporated 
iy a wrersure now before the estate senate 
spd iuown as the Mattox bill, and, for 
the sake of the corporate credit of the state, it is 
to be heped it will become a law. As the cwe 
staLds now, the commission a>solutely controls 
the rabroads without other tha 
interest ip them, eud as Com 
it need not care whe they ma

DBAD ON HIS POST. 


BY AN EX REBEL. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

There are few men and women in the country 
who don’t remember that cold New Year's day 
which ushered in 1863. Horses chilled and died 
in the camps in Virginia, and men as far south as 
Charleston had their feet frost bitten. 

I was then scouting the Rappahannock along 
Burnside’s front. In the last days of December I 
crossed the stream about six miles above Freder- 
icksburg, evaded the yankee picket and 
spent two days in the union camps. 
I was handy with the shears and razor 
and I went from tent to tentasa soldier barber. 
As! had on a federal uniform I wasaspy instead 
of ascout, and arrest meant death meted out in 
the prom ptest manner, While I was 
not  insensible to this fact, I 
nevertheless took matters in such an 
outwardly cool manner that I was never ones 
questioned, and no suspicions were aroused until 
just before lintended toleavecamp of my own 
accord, 


I shaved only officers, and in the two days I 
picked up considerable money and quite a little 
information—enough, anyhow, to proye thatthe 
great federal army was preparing for permanent 
winter cuarters, and that no cavalry raids were 
planning for a dash at the south shore, 

About four o’clock on the afternoon of the sec- 
ond day I was called upon to shave a lieutenant 
of artillery, whom I at once recognizedasa for- 
mer citizen of Atlanta. He was of northern birth, 
and as soon as the war broke out he leit Georgia 
for tbenorth. Ihadlivedin Atlanta for a year 
previous to the war,being engaged in blacksmith- 
ing, and I remember that this man—a Mr. Tayler 
—wasa patron ofourshop. I was a journeyman, 
and I could not remember whether we had ever 
spoken. Three years must have changed me 
somewhat, and I feltthat my chances of being 
identified by him werevery slim, 

Nevertheless I had not finished the operation of 
lathering when the lieutenant quiet!y remarked: 

‘*When did you leave Atlanta’”’ 

‘Atlanta?’ 

Yes,’ 

‘Why, sir, Atianta isin Georgia, and still in the 
bands of the rebels.”’ 

“T know it!”’ 

‘But I wes never there,”’ 

“Ob!” 

Did he recognize me? If he thought he did 
my only way wasto bluff him. He kept searching 
my face with his black eyes, and as I got ready to 
shave him he continued: 

“Old Peters, your boss, was a pretty good fellow. 
He came near buying my house on Peachtree 
street.’’ 

‘Sir!’ 7 said, as I stood backaund looked him 
fuluin the face, “imay resemble some one you 
saw in Atlanta, but I’m aresidentoi Lancaster, 
N, Y., and belong to the Twelfth Infantry.” 

“Umph!” he grunted, 

There was no turtherconyversation between us 
Had I bluffed himoff? While I hoped so,I had 
my doubts. Aslicit thetent he jooked after me 
in a manner full of danger, and I at once deter. 
mined to leavethe locality, I started at once, 
and dodging around tentsaud huts, and turning 
up thisstreetand down that, I wassoo0n haifa 
mile away. 

If the lieutenant suspect2d me, what would he 
do? Men might besent out to dog me. Asl 
pasted an empty tent, the owners of which were 
on guard or detail, the idea came to ms to dis 
guise myself. Ina brieften minutes I had my 
whiskers off, and with a bit of coal had blackened 
my eye brows and produceda decided change in 
my appearance. Iwasonly wellout of the tent 
when a corporal and two men haited me, looked 
into my face, and the corporal said: 

‘We don’t wan't you—go on.’’ 

Did they want the rebel spy? -I wasin hot wa- 
ter, and the best way out was to leave the camp. I 
threw my barber's outfit into a ditch, and, assum- 
ing to be jolly drunk, made my way towards the 
river. Jt wes ease enough to pass the camp 
eusrcs, Lut the outer pickets and videttes were a 
differentsetofmen. I found, too, that the pick- 
ets were on thealert, probably haying received 
orders from heacquarters, audasthe night shut 
down tlre weather changed toacold rain witha 
north wind. 

My attempt to fpass out where I had come in 
was afailure. The pickets had been doubled, and 
twice I was shot at as | almost rau upon the men, 
Ikept working up the stream, hoping all the 
timeto find an opening, and the weather kept 
growing colder. Tce rain changed to hail and 
slect, and by 10 o0'cleck my garments were £o stiff 
with ice tbat I couldtcarcely bend a limb. It was 
useless to attempt anything in this condition, and 
after a weary scarchinthe darkness I ‘ound shel- 
terin athicket aud determimed td waitfor an 
abatement of the storm. 

Within an hour I was little better than a chunk 
ofice, butI hung on until midnight, my teeth 
chattering, my blood turning to ice,aad the bitter 
cold biting awayatmy ears untilthey had no 
more feeling than blocks of wood. I must get ont 
of that or freeze to death, but when I attempted 
to leave the thicket I fell down, rolled over, and 
had the hardest kina of task to get upon my fe t 
and start my legsin motion. My pace was asort 
of hobble, and my sufferings were such thatI 
headed direct for the river, determined to surren- 
der to the first picket I encountered. 

How I passed the infantry pickets I know not, 
but when within a few rods of the stream I came 
upon a horse standing under a tree. He was 
saddled and bridled, but bad his head down and 
was shaking and groaning with thecold. Not two 
rods away was his rider—the vidette. The man 
had dismounted to thrash his arms about, and, 
overcome by the drowsiness which I had fought 
off with desperation for the last two hours, had 
fatdown and fallen asleep and had probably 
frozen to death. His knees were drawn up, his 
head down,and the hood of his overcoat was 
drawn over his iace. I laid my hand on his 
shoulder, but he did not move. I gaye him a push 
and he rolled overlikeastone. — 

I went beck to the horse and led him up aud 
down until we had both thrown of the lethigy 
and produced a ciiculation, and then I climbed 
into the sadd'ie and urged him into the river. It 
wes the coliest passage man or horse ever made, 
but I got safe into Secessia with the steed and his 
outfit, and had obtained all the informat'’on I was 
sent to collect.

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THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


The Recent Test Made in Toronto, Can- 
ada, 

The Toronto Globe says of the recent test of the 
electric railway in that city: 

“Nothing succeeds like success,”’ says the old 
eaw, and to nothing could the words be more fitly 
applied than to the great electric railway at tne 
exbibition grounds. While haifthe e'ectrimans 
of Europe are —pecmanee with elaborately 
constructed machines, and on roads laid just to 
suit the particulars of their motors: while such 

reat cities as New York are being disappoiated 

rom timeto time in the trial of mach vaunted 
electric motors which donot move themselves or 
anytbing - else, Toronto hes the satisfaction 
of having an electric road =e nearly 
a mile lopg on which trains are being re- 
gUiaily pulled up grades and around curves suth 
as are to be found on very few railway lines. More- 
over, the trains run are under perfect cont! ol,and 
go backward or forward, slow up or “speed up,” 
justas the engineer desires, and, run at the rate of 
about thirty milesan hour. The power is sup- 
plicd by an engine in Machinery hall, and is 
converted into electricity by a dynamo in the 
see building, end commuuicated over a quarter 
inch copper wire strung along the track. 


THE MOTOR CAR 

has armail wheel fixed so that it revolves against 
the under si:ie of the wireand communicates the 
current to the motor, where it is again converted 
into motive power and uti.ized to ruu a belt, 
which causes the wheels of the car to revolve and 
the car to g0. ‘Lhe secret of success is all in the 
motor, of course. There are two main features 
contributing to this success. Inthe frst place a 


large proportion of the power supplied by the 
Steam engine is utilized, and, in the secoud place, 
the checks end balances work automaticaily so 
that the motor uses much or little power as may 
bé required, ? 

The inventer of this marvellous contrivance, 
which, if ocular demooastration isto be taken as 
proof, solves all the problems of running passen- 
ger trains, by eiec.ricity, at least for considerable 
Cistances. is Mr. Charlies J. Vandepoele, of Chica- 
go. Mr. Vandepoele is not yet forty yearsof aze, 
yet he bas proved himself one of the most enter- 
prising, ingevious end successful of electricians. 
beisa Belgian by birth and has engaged in elec: 
trical experiments neatly all his life. He bagan this 
work whena boy of only ten years of age, being 
incited thereto by the establishment of the tele 
graph line between Poperinge, where he was at- 
tendindg school, and Bruges. “ome of his experi- 
ments come to the knowledge cf his father who 
chestixd him for wasting his time, but later 
lestned better and encouraged the lad. The 
family removed to America, seitling in Detroit 

Mr. \audepoole here earned credit as a secalptor 
and wood caryer, devoting his attention mainly 
to art furniture. He faraished and decorated 
mavuy churchesin western Oatario, Tae object 
of bis life, however, was to make 

: A PERFECT ELECTRIC LIGHT, 

and, after long, hard work he succeeded. His 
light is now in use in many places all over 
Awerica. He its backed now by a wealthy com: 
pany in Chicago, where there are shops which 
suppiy over one hundred hands, andin which 
Mr. Vandepoele have every facility for carrying 
on hisexperiments. Of late he has devoted his 
attention to the application of electricity asa 
motive power, the electric railway being the moat 
jmportant of the many outcomes of these experi- 
menis 

Mr. Vancdepoele is under the average height 
butof rather heavy build. His every action indi- 
cates energy, ard his conversation evinces the 
most pericct knowledge of ail the intricacies of 
clectricai science. Desirous of learning whether 
it was dcfinitejy claimed that the system in use 
on the grounds would enabie trains to be ruu for 
consicerable distances by electricity, a Globe re- 
porter put the question to Mr. Vandepoele: 

“Certainly,’’ wasthe reply. “Thia is no toy; 
this isa practical thing, aud it solves the problem 
of running trains eny distance, the power being 
supplied from stations not more than fifty miles 
avert. You see the advantage of the system is in 
the saving of power. With a locomotive the power 
isepplied cirect'y, that is without conversion. 
Convert water intosteam and you have the power 
to be used. But with electricity it is far different. 
You may get the power in any way you please, by 
steam, water, or otherwise, then you must convert 
it into electricity, trausmit it,and convert it again 
into motive power. In all 

THE MORTOR SYSTEMS 

that lI ever heard of, the joss of power in these 
two conveisions is about fifty per cent. But in 
my system the loss is only {:om fifteen to twenty 
percent. This brings us more nearly on a par 
with eteam, you see, and we have certain advan: 
tegzes with electricity which more than compeu- 
fate for the Sinall loss of power that we sufler. 
In the first place, the road bed of a siweam railway 
must be yery soiid, because of the great weight oi 
the locomotive, which is three or four 
times greater then that of any loaded car 
thetitdraws. Having lighter mortors we can do 
with lighter iron anda bed less solid and less ex 
pensive. A considerable partoi the power ina 
socom otive is expended in moving the locomotive 
itseif. Having so much lighter a contrivance, we 
give a larger proportion to the real work of draw 
ing the train, Then thereisan immense advan: 
tage which we have in very many cases. The 
power for our road may be generated by @ water - 
lall atsome convenient piace onthe road and 
transmitted by the wire. Ono a steam railway the 
power costs six or seven cents per horse: 
power per hour, but on an electric rail- 
way, with the power supplied, even by a 
stationary engine, the cost. allowing for loss in 
the double conversion, would not be more than 
two cents per horse power perhour. Fora short 
road connecting two cities nothing can equal 
electricity. Trains can be ran aitne rate oi fifty 
milesan hour at halt the cost of steam cars, even 
where there is no waterla!l or other natural power 
supply. Ifyou have a natural power supply there 
is no expeuse save the wages of the engineer end 
assistants apd the interest on the capital, the 
wesr aud tear being little or nothing. 

“Can this power be used to run traias of equal 
carrying capacity with these now used on steam 
railways’ 

“Certainly; there’s nothing to hinder it. .And 
the electricity is better undercontrol than steam. 
It is the most interesting thing in the worid,”’ 
said theinventor enthusiastically, ‘‘to wore with 
electricity. Itis

Just below the First Presbyterian chureD, 
on Marietta street, workmen are busy tearing 
down ® good two-story residence.

chent of this city. It wes one of the hand- 
somest residences in the city during the 
wer. When the federal troops had 
eurrounded Atlanta and had begun to shell ii, 
the first bomb thrown into the central portion 
of the city struck the Silvey mansion. From 
that moment the house seemed doomed.

the target of batteries on tae 
rortb, on the weat, and on 
the south. The federals planted their guns 
just beyond the roliing mill and at about an 
equal distence toward West Eod and in the 
direction of Peachtree creek. The big white 
house which crowned one of the highest crests 
in the city was a tempting = mark 
to their artillerymen. They aimed 
at if well and soon made it too hot for its oc- 
cupants. Mr. Silvey had a model ‘“‘bomb 
proot” dugin his back yard. Fitting it up 
comfortably and stocking it with a liberal sup- 
ply of provisions he moved his family into it 
and left the house to its fate. All 
day long, the family would sit 
in their snug subterranean home and bear the 
shells rattle through the big frame house, be- 
neath whose shallow they were safely shelter- 
ed.

exploded in the house tearing its timbers and 
wreckin its entire interior, When 
the shelling would subside some one of the 
family would cautiously creep out and sea the 
damage that had been cone, but there were 
few hours of intermission when Sherman was 
pouring his iron compliments into Atlanta in 
the most embarrassing manner. 

When at last the city fell, the Silvey house 
Was @ curiosity tothe invading army. There 
were several hundred holes in it, and through 
the parlor alone over twenty-one bomb shells 
had ploughed their death-dealing way 

Yet not one human being, nor a single 
dumb brute was harmed on the premises dur- 
ing thet fearful rain of shot and shell, thanks 
to the model bomb proof which Mr. Silvey 
had constructed. After the surrender, when 
Atlanta began tolift her head and to look 
toward the future, Mr. Silvey repaired his 
battered house and has resided in it up toa few 
days ego. It has been pointed out a thousand 
times as a monument of stubborn resistance 
to the fierce assaults of Atlanta’s historic 
seige, and there are many regrets that itis now 
falling to pieces beneath the relentless hand 
of the destroyer. But it will disappear 
to give plece toa structure representative of 
the new Atlanta as it was of the old,
